UKASE IS JUST OUT 


Anniversary of Proclamation of Con- 


stitutional Government Passes 


Quietly. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 30—The morn- 


ing of the first anniversary 
of 
the 


proclamation of the imperial manifes- 
to giving a constitution to Russia pass- 
ed in St. Petersburg without any dis- 
order being reported. 
Te deums were 


celebrated 
in 
the 
cathedrals and 


churches and only small crowds of 
people were to be seen In the flag-dec 
orated streets, many of the residents 
deciding to stay In doors owing to fear 
of becoming 
involved 
in 
troubles. 


Students in uniform were conspicu- 
ously absent as the result of a warning 
issued at the meeting held in the uni- 
versity yesterday that bands of reac- 
tionary rowdies had been formed to 
beat pedestrians in student garb. 


Garrison is Distributed. 


The garrison of the city was distrib- 


uted in accordance with the emergency 
regulations for 
preserving 
order. 


Large forces of infantry and cavalry 
were concentrated in the vicinity of 
the Kazan cathedral, whoso portico 
was guarded by soldiery and large 
numbers of troops were gathered in 
the neighborhood of the 
university, 


but the military were kept, out of sight, 
BO far as possible, In the interior of 
courts 
and 
in 
buildings. 
Special 


guards were stationed, at all the rail- 
way stations. 


There was a conflict last night be- 


tween a detachment of troops and a 
largo crowd which had gathered at a 
fin; In the industrial district of Schlus- 
selburg. 
Some rowdies cut the lire 


hoso, drove the firemen away and be- 
gan plundering, whereupon 
the 
sol 


diers fired a volley in tho air and dis 
porsed the crowd without any casual- 
ties. 
Otherwise 
the 
night passed 


cpilotly. 


Full Religious Freedom. 


At. noon a special edition of the Of- 


ficial Gazette, containing the imperial 
ukaso granting full religious freedom 
to the "old bolievcr.s" was Issued, tiie 
preamble of which is as follows: 


"To guarantee to all Russian sub- 


jects liberty of faith and public wor- 
ship according to the dictates of their 
conscience, we issued an ukase April 
'.',(>, IDUu. 
In continuance of this task 


of love and peace wo deem It good to 
establish rules and regulations'govern- 
ing tho internal organization of the 
old believers and other dissident sects 
of tho Holy Orthodox church, charging 
the ministry of the Interior at the same 
time to elaborate a similar law for the 
sects issuing from the other Christian 
confessions. 
With trust in a benefl- 


clent providence we believe that these 
measures will serve to strengthen the 
ties of loyalty by which old believers 
have been bound for centuries to the 
throne and fatherland and enhance the 
greatness of our general mother, tho 
Holy Orthodox church." 


Law Very Comprehensive. 


According to the law any dissident 


sect numbering fifty persons 
whose 


aims are not Immoral or having tenets 
like refusal to do military service (the 
Doukhobors and SUmdists are Illegal) 
can apply for and shall receive permis- 
sion to organize churches, conduct 
services, 
build 
schools 
and 
elect 


clergy, who shall be exempt from mili- 
tary service and be entitled to wear 
vestments and perform tho baptism, 
marriage and other sacraments and 
keep registers of births, marriages and 
deaths of equal authority with the of- 
ficial records of the Orthodox priests. 


The new law Introduces an Import- 


ant, 
Innovation In the form of civil 


marriage, designed for the sects hav- 
ing no clergy, but of which non-mem- 
bers can easily take advantage, enab- 
ling thousands of persons, who, on ac- 
count, of their objection to a religious 
rite and the absence of a civil cere- 
mony, ha,ve lived together unmarried, 
to assume the legal tie and legitmatize 
their children. This law is of special 
importance 
to the Mariavlsts, the 


Polish Schismatics from the Roman 
Catholic church, whose numbers are 
rapidly growing on the German, fron- 
tier.

Jesse Coe. a negro, who, with George 
Williams, also colored, killed two po- 
licemen and wounded another in In- 
dianapolis September 30, while the lat- 
er were attempting to arrest them, is' 
n the southern part, of this county, 
where he formerly lived. It Is said 
that he and others of the Coe negroes 
are armed with Winchesters and de- 
clare they will die before Jesse shall 
be arrested. 


The Coe negroes are a desperate 


gang and for years were engaged in a 
'end with the Taylors, during which 
norn than a score of men were killed. 
There la a reward of $700 for the ar- 
est, 
of Jesse Coe. 


Sheridan, Wyo., Oct. 30.—Colonel 


Auger and the third squadron of the 
tneth cavalry from Fort. Robinson, ar- 
rived last night and detrained at Ar- 
vada. the troops soon afterwards tak- 
ing the field for the front.

bold. Dock Spear ar,-l E./H. Hottings, 
who encountered a baud of thirty In- 
dians, were fired upon and one of their 
horses killed. 
The Spear 
roundup 


wagon was loot«l by another band of 
Utes, who left, the camp cook bound 
and gagged and carried off all supplies 
and bedding. Old settlers near Moor- 
headment are sending the women and 
children to places of safely and have 
turned the Spear blacksmith shop inu? 
a fort, banking the sides and boring 
loop holes in the log walls. 


Says Indians Mean Fight. 


Colonel Hensel, who was govern 


ment scout and Interpreter in Hie bat- 
lle of Wounded Kn«e, says iho Indians 
mean tisht and gives it as his opinion 
that they have sent messengers to 
seek the assistance 
of the warlike 


Cheyennes. 


Tho Indians say they want Presi- 


dent Roosevelt to give them the Pow- 
der river valley for a hunting ground 
and persist in their determination not 
to be taken b.-ick to Utah. 
Th«i set- 


tlers along the Powder river say that 
if tho Indians are allowed to remain 
In that vicinity the udders will or- 
gant/.o and exterminate them In nplte 
of the troops. 


Redskins Are Determined. 


"We are going to visit. Chief Whita 


Cow Bull of the Cheyennes at any 
cost, and will not be taken back to 
Utah to starve. Wo would rather die 
first," Is the substance of the answer 
of Chief Kannaph to the soldiers. Tho 
Indians are getting bolder and pay no 
attention to t.hu soldiere. A fight was 
almost started last ulght when an In- 
dian encountered a sentinel of ths 
Tenth cavalry. Tho Indian refused to 
turn out 
of the 
path 
and 
rudoly 


bumped against, tho soldier. 


Were Near a Fight. 


Only the intervention of some caval- 


rymen prevented a serious encounter, 
as other Indians came up. 
As the 


Utes are continually on the move ir. 
small bands, cowboys are hired by tin; 
soldiers as scoutx to keep track of 
the Indiana. 
The latest report from 


the front, locates the main lite band

rapidly toward the Cheyenne reserva- 
tion. Two more troop trains are re- 
ported out of Fort Robinson following 
the first train unloaded at Arvada this 
morning.

PRESIDENT TO GIVK FILIPINOS 


POPULAR ASSEMBLY. 


Legislative Body (o Be Elected Next 


YPIII-—Natives nre Expecting 


Moro Than Is Coming. 


Washington. Oct SO.—Tho president 


is preparing to redeem 
his promise 


made to the Philippine people through 
Secretary Taft that they snail hava 
a parliament of their own, conditioned 
upon their good behavior for a term 
of two years and it is understood that 
Secretary Taft himself will proceed 
to the Philippines next spring to wit- 
ness the installation of the new form 
of representative government. 
March 


27, 1905, the Philippine census was 
published and consequently two years 
from that date, March 27, 1907, under 
the terms of the act of congress, the 
president will direct the 
Philippine 


commission to call a general election 
for the choice of delegates to what 
will be known as the Philippine as- 
sembly. This body is to take over all 
legislative 
powers 
heretofore 
exer- 


cised by the Philippine commission In 
all parts of the archipelago not inhab- 
ited by Moros or non-Christian tribes. 


As this date draws near the Philip, 


pine people are showing signs of agi- 
tation and to the officials here, it is 
evident that they are expecting some 
benefits that cannot at once be real- 
ized. 
For instance the assembly of 


provision governors recently in ses- 
sion in Manila with the view to ar- 
ranging the preliminaries 
for 
the 


meeting of the Philippine assembly is 
reported to have recommended that 
the sunrage be widely extended. 
It 


is pointed out here that this is not 
possible for the reason that the act 
of congress under which the assem- 
bly will be convened expressly states 
the qualifications of voters. These in 
brief are that the voter must be at 
least 23 years of age (which was the 
Spanish requirement); must be able 
to read and write either Spanish or 
English, or must own a certain small 
amount, of property or must have been 
[n the past an officeholder under the 
Spanish government. 
These qualifi- 


cations were framed upon 
the

Spanish practice and no Philippine as- 
sembly can change them. The new 
assembly or legislature will consist of 
two bouses to be known as the Philip- 
pine commission and the Philippine 
assembly, the latter to consist of not 
lean than fifty nor more than one hun- 
dred members.

erial on this line and closely baste 
he two together one-quarter inch from 
.he edge. 
Now pin through flic two 


bastings first made on the skirt, form- 
ng tho tuck, taking care to keep the 
.breads of tho goods on a line—it will 
•oquire quite a good deal of pinning— 
md then with a fine thread gather tho 
!ull line until it fits the narrower one. 
3aste now, withdraw t!ie pins, and the 
.uck Is ready for the nmchinc. 
Pos- 


sibly more than one will trim the skirt 
and. If so, all are arranged the same 
way. 
When finished the tuck should 


bo pressed on tho wrong side, when it 
will be seen that the effect ia smooth 
and even all around. 


Added folds are sometimes prefer- 


red to the tucks taken in the skirt, 
and to make these the material should 
be laid flat upon a table, placing a 
yardstick diagonally across the ma- 
terial from selvedge to selvedge. Dot 
a line with chalk or pencil and then 
proceed 
to make similar 
lines the 


width of the intended fold. 
If thesn 


are to b« doubled, allowance must, of 
course, be made, and in any case al- 
low for the turnings. In joining these 
strips it should be done on the straight 
of the goods and not across the bias-. 
Press the seams open, then turn each 
edge down one-quarter of an inch and 
baste along the edge. Double the fold 
and baste together, first pinning a 
yard or so, as you go along, to prevent 
twisting, and taking care to keep the 
edge nearest you a trifle lower than 
the one at the back of it. Slip stich, 
remove basting threads and press, 
when the fold is ready for machine 


running across the material diagonal- 
ly will give the effect of being straight, 
if the goods are cut on the bias, which 
will be far from pleasing. 


Cloth, too. for strapping seams is 


better for cutting from selvedge to 
selvedge. The joining of these must 
be a very neat piece of work and the 
pressing bo thoroughly 
done.

as preferred. When a piping or little 
frill is used on the upper edge of the 
folds, it is added before the fold is slip 
stitched together, thus ensuring neat- 


ess. 
Milliners' folds are usually half an 


inch wide when finished, and are used 
for various purposes, not infrequently 
for heading wider folds. 
To make 


such a fold a strip almost one and 
one-half Inches is necessary. Turn 
down half an inch, then, turn up the 
other edge, keeping the fold half an 
inch wide. Catch down invisibly, or 
machine stitch exactly through the 
middle. If the latter, then the fold 
is slip stitched to the skirt on a line at 
the back of the machine stitching, 
otherwise it is caught down invisibly. 


If tho material used is quite thin, as 


crepe de Chine, it is a good plan to 
fold over a strip of paper, slipping it 
in and out until the fold .is complete. 
In cut!Ing black mourning 'crepe the 
material should be cut on the straight.

He 
predicted the course of the storm a 
a time when other weather observers 
were either at a loss to judge the dis 
turbance accurately or did predict i' 
incorrectly.

The world's supply of high grade pcp: 


permlnt oils and flavors comes from the 
northern Indiana counties, from those 
In southern Michigan nnd from Wayne 
county, New York, and the low grade 
supply comC's from Japan- The Indlani 
1906 crop has Just been harvested and 
distilled on tho northern Indiana farms 
and It represents a little more than 60.- 
000 pounds of tho 250,000 national pro- 
duction. 


The Indiana mint crop which has just 


been put into oil.represents considerably 
lily more than J100.090 of value In ordi- 
nary markets. It is understood that the 
Everltt combine ot mint growers proposes 
to hold the oil for market quotations of 
approximately J2.76 a pound.

of the Indiana Industry and when the 
nlmost 1,000 acres of peppermint flelcv 
that He on what might be called tho 
MlshawaUa district ar* In harvest nml 
when the distilling plants are running 
the air Is filled with the aroma of the 
mint. 
Jerry Woodward, who lives in Misha- 
waka, is known over northern Indiana 
as the "Indiana peppermint king." With 
his brothers, Walter and William, he has 
",20 acres In mint and this year the Wood- 
ward crop ran over 4,000 pounds. 
Tho 
Woodwards are the oldest growers in 
Indiana and the second largest In this 
country and possibly In the world, as the 
Japanese who supply the Inferior oils, 
are said, individually, to lie small grow- 
ers. The greatest grower Is A. M. Todd, 
who lives in Kalamazoo and generally 
has 600 to SOO acres In mint. There are 
n. number of Indiana growers who raise 
from 100 to 150 acres of mint a year. 
Kach of these has his own distilling plant 
and distills 
' ' 
growers.
